currently administers Section 8 Existing certificates to eligible clients, as 
described under the Housing & Urban Rural Recovery Act of 1983. Thése 20 additional 
3 bedroom certificates will increase the Housing Assistance allotment to, however, 
they are specifically targeted for those eligible families participating in the 
Section 8 Finders Keepers Program located within the city limits. All assistance 
will be provided for units located within the city limits of the City of Fort Wayne, 


Indiana.
